The potato industry of the 
country i.s endangered by a ser- 
ious disease, new to us, called 
Wart Disease of PoUtoea (inah) 
diecovered in PonnaylTan&i in 
1918, and believed poasibly to 
be in other sections of the coun- 
try. The disease, v\ i t h o u t 
doubt, came from Europe where 
it caused a severo ahortage. In 
1912 a otrict ombnrfo waa placed 
on all Importations of foreign 

I stock, ho\ve\<T, it is known that 
several cargoes entered .some of 
our principal eastern ports im- 
mediatoiy before the eml>argo 
went into effect. Th« disease 
necessitates a rijrid quarantine 
for an indefinite period of time 
as a preventative measure 
against furthur infestation. It 
is especially deaired that all po- 
tato users be watchful due to 
the fact that our first known in- 
ft'statioii probably originated 

I from imported table stock. 

The disease is readily recogn- 
ized by rough sponge outgrowths 
varying from the aiie of a pea 
lo that of the tube it.self being 
produced on the tubes especial- 
ly at the eyes or at injured 
places. These outgrowths are 
iNrown at fhrst but with age be- 
eomea black and rapidly decay 
causing soil infection by the 
spour (seed ofTungi) liberated 
in this manner. Soil infestation 
last for years. The disease does 
not affect the tops so watch 
while you plant or dig and re- 
port i)rompt!y and send speci- 
mens of suspicious cases to your 
county agent, your state exper- 
iment station (pathologist) or 
Plant Diaoaao Sunroy, Plant 
Bureau, WaaUngton, D. C.
